The number of accounts was 
also reported lower this year 
than last. Last year, 22,000 per­ 
sons were in Christmas Clubs. 
This year’s average invest­ 
ment in Clubs was also silently 


behind last year’s figure. This 
year’s average saving was $102.

There’s a lot in a swimming 
pool besides water. 
There’s a lot of money in­ 
volved in building an indoor pool 
and a lot of soul - searching 
among school board members 
who arc faced with a decision 
to build or not to build. 
And, like as not, there’s plenty 
of feeling 
among 
taxpayers, 
both pro and con. 
The lowest estimate for con­ 
struction these days is about 
$180,000 — enough to drown the 
ambitions of many a school dis­ 
trict. 
And that estim ate can more 
than double, depending on who 
is discussing the m atter. 
$185,000 Estim ate 
Pennsbury School Board’s esti­ 
mate. based on a study com­ 
mittee report, is $185,000 for a 
pool in a school to be built on 
the site of the William Penn- 
Medill Bair complex in F air­ 
less Hills. 


John Paul, business adminis­ 
trator of the Neshaminy School 
District, which has a pool at 
Carl 
Sandburg 
Junior 
High 
School, Levittown, estimates the 
cost of a pool the size of Sand­ 
burg’s at between $350,000 and 
$400,000. 
Paul’s calculation was sup­ 
ported by the architectural firm 
of Haag 
and 
d’Etremont, 
of 
Jenkintown, 
designer 
of 
the 
Sandburg pool. 
The difference between Penns­ 
bury^ and Neshaminy’s esti­ 
mates results from the facilities 
to be included. 
Haag and d’Etremont agrees 
with the Pennsbury estimate for 
a pool — somewhere around 
$185,000. 
This would be enough to in­ 
clude the pool enclosure, the 
pool itself extending back from 
the w ater IO feet, a filter unit 
and a storage room, according 
to Haag and d ’Etremont. 
Separate Building 
However, if a separate build 
ing is contemplated, the $185,000 


figure is not nearly enough. A 
separate building means that 
separate 
men’s and women’s 
lockers, laundry facilities, wash­ 
rooms, showers, and physical 
directors’ rooms would be need­ 
ed. None of these facilities could 
be used in common with the 
school gymnasium, as they are 
at the 
Wilson 
and 
Sandburg 
schools. 


A separate building is the best 
design, according to the archi 
ted s. This is because commun­ 
ity swim program s can conflict 
with the school gym program s 
if common lockers, showers, and 
other facilities are used. 
H. Russell Brown, president 
of the Pennsbury Joint Board, 
hasn’t m ade up his mind about 
building a pool in the propos 
ed school, and neither have most

Of $125,000 


SAN DIEGO. Calif. (UPI) 
The Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation today conducted an in­ 
tensive search for two men who 
escaped with $125,000 from 
crowded bank at the U.S. Na­ 
val Station in one of the larg­ 
est robberies in Pacific Coast 
history. 


The FBI said the two gun 
men, dressed in shore patrol

and

paint, took the money from the 
bank on pay day yesterday and 
then fled out the naval station’s 
main gate which was guarded 
by three Marines. 


An estimated 45 persons in 
the Bank of America branch 
were startled when the white- 
helmeted bandits fired two pis­ 
tol shots into the ceiling as a 
warning. About 40 of the cus­ 
tomers were forced to lie face 
down and five women tellers 
were herded into a small staff 
room, the FBI said.
